OVER IN ALLEGHENY.

SCORES OF PEOPLE WHO WERE MISSED
AT BOARDING HOUSES.

Enpmetrators Guess at the Aviwers to the
Gocstions —Boarders Skip Oot the Hock
Deor While the Enumorater Walted—Milla
Given the Ge-by.

An investigation of some of the leading
business estaplishments snd private resi-
denees of Allegheny reveals a condition of
thiugs pointing to uncertain statistics that
mukes the work of the census takers a
doubtful compllation. Many of the districts
supposed to have been theroughly canvassed
by the ehumerators who have gone over Lhoem
are furnishing instances daily of persons who
wero winspnd by the Kuights of the portlolio.

“Parfection is an unknows quantity in
patistical scienee,” said a gerotleman employed
st Boggs & Mubl's, “amid ihe discrepancies in
the work of the Allegheny census takers will
detract considerably from the rellabliny of the
general satistics. Of the huuitreds of Indios
and geontlemen who are -*mlr\uz:nd by this finn,
ouly A portion live at home with their parents,
Ther, of course, have been properly taken by
the census cnumerators, as their parents could
furnish tle inlormation in their absence, but
that i not the ense with a large number of the
rest of the emploves, Over o hundred elerks
aud salosmen do oot live at home, but reside at
boarding houses instend. These are not at
)mmn exonpt daring certain hoars in the even-
g, and the enumerators have failed to meet
them personaiis.”

Taiks were had with the employes at the
Westinghouse Alrbrmke Works, and of the
1,300 and more working thers a generous pro-
portdion hve in boarding houses. They stated
that they bhad not been calied upon by the eno-
werater wille at bhome, but the consus taker
kad asked for thewm attheir boarding houses
severa) times when they happensd to be out,

Lindszay & MoCuteliwon's mills were wisited
by the censgy taker of that district but, as bhe
was expected to enumerate only thase who
glept in the ballding, none of the mill men
were taken as they were supposed to be ques-
tivnod at their homes. Few were approached
directly by tle enumerator, and the majorizy
of the unmarried factory hands were nol secen
st all by the census taker.,

Uther well-koown manulfactories report the
same siate of affnirs, and in thonsands of
cases the informanen secured by the enumera-
tors bas boen obtained solely from boarding
house kecpors whose knowledgo of their ten-
ants and boarders did not extend beyond thelr
names and occupations, while the answors o
the other 5 or more (uestions are guessed at.

THEY THINE IT IS DISCRIMINATION,

And Would Much Prefer to Bave the Duty on Woelen

The merchant tailors of the conntry are up
in arms against the McKinley tariffbill, and
the Pittsburg knights of the shears will
meeét inds evening to protest against ils pass-
sge, It is probable that s committee from
this ecity will go to Washington to lobby
against the bill and eo-operate with tailors
from other cities to have it amended. The
Pittsburg men clsim thousands of American
dollars with biz esgles on them g£o to En-
gland every year, with the encles flapping
their wings and screaming at the large
smount of ready-made elothing sent into this
country. If the business was stopped the
tailors would get some of the money now
sent to Fogland. Tt may not be “English,
you know," but the American tailors will
be satisfied. ’

‘A meeting of the Pillsburg Merchant
Tailors’ Exchange will be held in the office
of John Bradley & Company, No. 94 Fifth
avenue, at 6 o'clock this evening for the
purpose of taking measures to defest the
passsge of that sedtion of the McKinley bill
relerriog to ¢lothing.

A DIFFERENCE DISCOVERED.

The tariff on woolen goods has been ad-
vanced 28 per cent, while the same stufl
made up into suits of elothes can come into
this country free under the provisions of the
new bill. At present only elothing that is
pecessary for the person who owns it is ad-
mitted free of duty. Under the new bill
every passenger coming aoross the water ean
bring 8300 worth of ready-made clothing
with him, and not pay a cent of duty on it.
It bas been estimated by the Pittaburg tail-
ors that $500 will buy as much clothing in
London as §1,200 will in Pittsburg or New
York. They say they have seen English
suits in this city for which the purchaser
paid $20, that they could not afford to make
for less than §43.

The American failors have unearthed a

view, by which the former might as well
qnit singing the song of the pants and go
ont of the business. Bome of the Londun
tailors now have men traveling about this
country taking measures aud selling clothes
made across the watér. A Jew weeks age
an agent of & big London firm was in town
soliciting business.
